Mr. Hutchison, in making inspec- 


tions in the Covina territory, found 
a pile of old telephone poles that 
were almost half eaten by termites, 
a .veritable 'colony of the pests, and 
these poles were being sawed into 
stove wood by a wood contractor, 
and undoubtedly would be distribut- 
ed to various homes in the valley. 
As there is no ordinance governing 
termite control in Covina or vicinity, 
this cannot be prevented, he said. 
Pasadena, where serious infestations 
have been fought for several years, 
has a drastic ordinance concerning 
termite control. 


Incidentally, the Woman's club- 


house is to have ail added feature as 
a part of the renovation, it was re- 
vealed. The entire south side of the 
building is to be made into a sun 
room, inclosed in glass, and the 
south wall for twenty-four feet is to 
be removed to make an entrance in- 
to this new room.

Cement for the $25,000,000 San 


Gabriel dam reached a new low- 
pfice level Tuesday when two of the 
contractors, C. B. Boss and Felix 
Kahn, offered to supply 3,442,000 bar- 
rels of cement for $5,317,890, deliv- 
ered;* ftt;tthp da,i$ site.. Thip is at the 
rate^f if^S^WKbKKft^

flhe-'lowest bid for)the cement differed 
when bids were opened two weeks 
ago. At-that time representatives .of 
the Riverside and California compan- 
ies asked that^ bids be readvertised, 
saying that if specifications were 
changed slightly they 'could furnish 
cement for $1.40 per barrel. 
The 


original low bid a year ago was 
$2.055 per barrel. 


Flood Control Engineer E. C. Ea- 


ton promised a further reduction in 
the cost of the dam when he learned 
that the low bid for silica comixture 
is $5.76 -per ton, f.o.b. Azusa, which 
is equivalent to the price of cement, 
for which it may be substituted, at 
$1.15 per barrel. It will be possible 
to use silica to the extent of 30 per- 
cent of the volume of the cement, or 
about 120,000 tons. This will save 
the flood district 
approximately 


$240,000 and, according to engineers, 
will make a better hydraulic concrete 
than cement alone. 


Tests by district engineers and 


the use of co-mixtures in parts <6f 
the structures of the Pacoima and 
Big Dalton dams have proved that 
southern California cement is im- 
proved by the mixture of silica, a 
fact long -known by European en- 
gineers who have used trass and poz- 
zolani in hydraulic cement mixtures. 


DO AS ROMANS DID 


The aqueducts of the ancient Ro- 


mans, long celebrated for their al- 
most-impermeable 
surfaces, 
were 


constructed with the use of silica- 
bearing volcanic ash mixed with 
lime mortar, a practice similar to 
the one discussed by Engineer Eaton 
in his report. 


Not only does the use of the silica 


co-mixture, which is found in many 
parts of southern California, greatly 
reduce the cost of the cement, bat it 
also makes a concrete which grows 
stronger with age- is more elastic

briel section is destined to become 
the reul center of aviation iu the 
southwest. 


These are conclusions reached by 


directors of the Sau Gabriel "Valley 
Development association following a 
conference last week with officials 
of the Western Air Express, pioneer 
passeugeT plane operating company, 


and an inspection of the new West- 
ern Air flying terminal on Valley 
boulevard immediately east of Al- 
hambra. 


Hal Shields, Western Air passen- 


ger traffic manager, told association 
representatives 
that 
his 
concern 


moved its terminal to the Valley 
boulevard site after a survey of the 
county revealed that the Sau Gabriel 
valley is less affected by fog and 
other weather hazards which inter- 
fere with flying. More and better 
highways 
should 
be 
constructed, 


however, Mr. Shields said, to pro- 
vide proper ground transportation 
facilities.

and county airport sites and plivns 
were discussed.

Canada provides the principal for- 


eign market for American oranges 
and lemons and is second only to the 
United Kingdom as an export outlet 
for American grapefruit. Annual im- 
ports of citrus fruit into Canada 
from all sources during the four 
year 1925-26 to 1928-29 averaged 
2,200,000 boxes of oranges, 374,000 
boxes of lemons and 274,000 ho~.es 
of grapefruit. The proportion sup- 
plied by the United States during 
that period works out as follows: 
Grapefruit, 96 per cent; oranges, 94 
per cent, and lemons, 71 per cent. 
Canada also imports small quanti- 
ties of grapefruit from Jamaica and 
Cuba and small quantities of oranges 
from Japan, Mexico and Spain. Con- 
siderable quantities of lemons, how- 
over, are imported from Sicily.

Type of Engine

Schools Then and Now—

When the school child of fifty years ago thot of his im- 


pending return to classes, after a long and delightful summer 
of freedom, it was with a sinking heart. Poets, who had 
themselves been reluctant attendants at school, spoke of the 
schoolboy, dragging his feet schoolward. 


Today, persisting long after there is any truth in it, we 


pick up a newspaper, and find a headline such as this: 
"School Children Face Ancient Foe," meaning that the child 
has been captured again, and must^return to his studies, 
altho hating the idea with every "fibre of his being. Nothing 
could be more outworn, more fallacious. The opposite is 
the truth.

That our civilization has changed finds its most powerful 


evidence in the fact that children of our California schools 
look forward during the vacation to the opening of school 
again. They speak about returning to school with a pleasant 
anticipation. They enjoy the long vacation in many ways, 
but as school days approach again there is an eagerness that 
is unmistakable. It is with joy and anticipation of joy that 
they troop off to school on the opening day of the fall sem- 
ester. Why ? 


The woods and fields of fifty years ago offered inexhaust- 


ible opportunities for the ,boys and girls to find joy—"ser- 
mons in stones and books in running brooks." All of their 
world was a playground, largely unrestrained, carefree, with 
few to say them nay. Today, the opportunity to roam the 
fields is restricted. This is the age of "no trespassing" and 
"keep off the grass." Fifty years ago the teaching was crude 
and harsh, accompanied by whippings and ignominious pun- 
ishments that seared the soul of the sensitive child. All 
studies were made as unlovely and uninviting as possible, 
seemingly as a deliberate system of creating hatred. When 
school let out, there was every effort made to prevent the 
child from lingering in the school yard. He was shooed off 
home—"good riddance to bad rubbish." 


Today, not only is the classroom permeated by the friend- 


ly, helpful spirit, but the moment that school lets out, or- 
ganized and supervised play begins, with competent teachers 
present and participating in the games, making them inter- 
esting, and insisting that all who participate have an equal 
chance to get fun out of it. The school bully has little chance 
on school playgrounds these days. 


Therefore, the school is a rendezvous with fun these days. 


Studies are still tasks, but they are not surrounded by that 
atmosphere of frowning coercion and old-time schoolmaster 
Cossackism. If some of these newspaper writers could find 
a way to contact some of these children, they would drop 
this old idea that the children are dragging themselves reluc- 
tantly to school. We, who have children in the'schools, know 
that it is hard to keep them from starting for school before 
it is time, and difficult to get them home at times, especially 
when there is a game on. 


This old bunk about the child hating school is just an- 


other example of how an idea will persist long after there is 
no reason for it. The schools today have reversed the condi- 
tions of fifty years ago. Newspapers and all publicists might 
do well to investigate, and quit thinking of schools in terms 
of the "little red schoolhouse," which has figured much in 
romantic song and story, but which, as a matter of fact, had 
very little to recommend it.

The Smudge Evil Is Preventable— 


Ninety per cent of the smudge from orchard heating is 


preventable. This should be a problem solved bjf voluntary 
action on the part of the orchardist, not thru legislation. But 
if the orchardist does not act, the political subdivisions of 
the state will eventually act, and it is probable that any 
legislation enacted to curb the smoke evil will be too drastic, 
and therefore harmful to the orchard industry. 


Smudge, in harmful excess, is caused by the use of poor 


types of heaters and the improper regulation of good types 
o'f heaters. Last year the greatest amount of evil came from 
the use of open garbage cans filled with crude oil and touched 
off on thousands of acres of new citrus property in the Cuca- 
monga desert region. It is that kind of smudging that brings 
trouble and unwarranted attack upon the orchardists who 
are handling their heating in a progressive way. 


Much smoke was created, also, by the orchardists who 


were late in lighting up at critical times, and opened their 
heaters wide and let them roar, creating a volume of smoke 
that not only didn't aid in heating the groves; not only cost 
the rancher an unnecessary amount of money in wasted fuel 
and ruined pots, but brot down the wrath of the harbor com- 
missioners who faced a virtual blockade of shipping because 
of the impenetrable pall that made arrivals and departures 
of ships extremely dangerous. It incurred the wrath and dis- 
gust of the householders over southern California, causing 
an incalculable damage to every kind of fabric. 


This is a rancher's problem. It is no longer possible to 


say that there is no solution. Ninety per cent of the smudge 
evil is preventable. This is the time of year when the ques- 
tion should be confronted bravely and intelligently, and in 
a spirit of real cooperation. 


A Friend to Drivers— 


Superintendent Biscailuz of the newly created state high- 


way police patrol has outlined a policy which has a gratify- 
ing ring of common sense. 


Biscailuz does not believe that a large total of fines proves 


efficient traffic control, but rather indicates that there is a lot 


, of wild driving. Instead of trying to roll up the total of fines 


pouring into county treasuries Biscailuz will try to reduce 
revenues from this source. 


Officers will not be rated for the number of arrests they 


make, says the superintendent, but for their ability to hold 
down accidents on their posts by efficient patrol and cour- 
teous dealing with the public. 


Evidently Superintendent Biscaiiuz thinks that the mo- 


torist and the traffic^cop ought to be friends. And he intends 
upon his part at least to see that their conduct is such that 
the contacts will be amiable. 


Promoting this friendly relationship will be a big step 


toward effective traffic control. It will make motorists realize 
that the khaki-clad boss of the road is a friend in need trying 
to keep them out of trouble and not an enemy trying to 
catch them in some fault.
